hell” rained on the aircraft carrier 
Illustrious by G erm an dive-bom bers

H itler’s high com m and acknowl­ 
edged 20 killed and 35 wounded in 
the R A F’s night-long assault on 
W ilhelm shaven, which the B ritish 
described as “th e heaviest and m ost 
successful” in a series of 40 attacks 
on the port. 
H ard to Find Targets 
RAF pilots said fires started a t 
the naval statio n 
were 
so fierce 
and widespread they had difficulty 
picking out specific targets. 
An Associated Press correspondent 
aboard the Illustrious reported 40 
to 50 Nazi planes dropped 100,000 
pounds 
of 
high 
explosives 
and 
“m any torpedoes” 
whose 
concus­ 
sion, he said, shook the 23,000-ton 
ship “as a cat shakes a rat.” 
Tile Italian high com m and de­ 
clared th a t the R A P n ight raiders 
inflicted only “m inor dam age” a t 
C atania, with several killed and “a 
few" wounded.

BRITISH CRUISER, 
BADLY HIT, IS SUNK 


Loss of 9,100-Ton South­ 
ampton Is Announced 
By Admiralty 


LONDON, Jan. 16—The British 
announced tonight that last Fri­ 
day's attack by German dive bomb­ 
ers and Italian planes on a Medi­ 
terranean convoy was so effective 
that 
British 
naval 
forces 
were 
forced to sink 
their 
own 
badly 
damaged 9,100-ton cruiser South­ 
ampton. 
Fire broke out aboard the smash­ 
ed warship while 
she 
was being 
towed to port. said a communique, 
the crew abandoned ship and she 
was sunk. Most of the crew was 
saved. An earlier communique had 
admitted 
the 
Southampton 
was 
one of three ships damaged in ac­ 
tion off Sicily Jan. IO. 
In the attack, the first real show 
I of German aerial

Mediterranean area, the 23.000-ton 
aircraft carrier Illustrious, was also 
damaged. That same day the Brit­ 
ish destroyer Gallant of 1,335 tons, 
likewise was 
damaged,

Another admiralty

i said the British submarine Pan­ 
dora had sunk two Italian supply 
| ships of about

bound in the central Mediterranean 
—apparently en route to Libya— 
but did not say whether this hap­ 
pened at the same time the naval 
units, engaged in convoying mer­ 
chant ships to Greece with ‘'ma­ 
terial assistance” 
were

from the air. 
On that day, however, the British 
sank an Italian 
destroyer in 
or 
near the Sicilian channel, between 
Sicily and the north African main­ 
land. shortly before the Nazi dive 
bombers, apparently based in Sicily, 
opened their attack. 
Twelve planes were shot down in 
that engagement and a number of 
others were damaged, the admiralty 
said Tuesday.
